Sporting Bodies 


Various sporting hodies in Altona are gravely con- 
cerned about problems which they must meet and over- 
come. Otherwise their future in their particular sport 








will be endangered. 


While all sports from time to} 
time meet difficulties, a variety of 
unfortunate .cireumstances confront 
the footballers, the soccer enthusi- 
asts, the hockey club and the basket 


‘ball players. 


While these matters are to 

an. extent, internal to the 
clubs and associations con- 
cermed, the vital: part, sport 
plays in the lives of Al- 
‘ona’s young’ people cannot 
be ignored. eve 


The interests and aid of 
Altona citizens is certainly 
called for, particularly on 
the basis of helping ‘those 
who are helping themselves. 


FOOTBALLERS — 


It seems anomalous that 
football, gentrally accepted 
as the most popular’ winter 
sport, should be in Altona 
drastically lacking public 
support. Loss «of interest 
and internal financial pro- 
blems have prevented ‘the 
Alfona Football Club sfrom 
fielding a senior team.’ This 
is the greatest set-back for 
the club in its 50 years in 
Altona. 


Just at the last minute 
another club has been formed 
in an attempt to carry on 
—the Altona City -Football 
Club, which has entered a se- 
nior team in the Western Sub- 
urban Association. It appeats 
essential that there must be 
a new attitude and approach 
to Altona football by both 
players and supporters. 


A club can only produce 
what is put into it.

Millers 
Road is a pleasant site on 
match days.
